Have we not all one Father? Hath 
not God created us? Malachi 2:10 

The discourse delivered by the Ven. 
Archdeacon Swanson of St Stephen's 
Chuich, Calgary, based on the above 
text, held the very close attention ol 
the audience that filled the GW V A 
Hall Sunday last at the Memorial 
Service arranged by No. 10 Branch, 
Canadian Legion, B E 8 L 

The speaker paid tribute to the 
men who had gone forth to the last 
war to defend kindred, homes and 
country; they had gone out in the 
spirit and determination that they 
would free the world of hatreds, feel- 


ing that this was a war to end war. 
We remember them with pride and 
revere their memory. 

But today the speaker said, it 


seems too evident the slogan, “a war 
to end war" was the mere ranting ol 
some romantic fool, for world condi- 
tions today show such a_ state. of 
tense suspicion of nation against na- 
tion, of existing jealousies, fear and 
greed, that one might fear it was a 
Peace to end Peace, 

Archdeacon Swanson however, be- 
lieves in and pictured a more hopeful 
outlook, with the teachings and prac- 
tical Christianity of Christ actively 
practised and lived by all who call 
themselves followers of Him. 

This will mean much heart-search- 
ing, self-surrender and a broader, 
more tolerant outlook. It is not 
enough to say on our knees “Our 
Father", we must rise and be pre- 
pared to say “Our Brother’ and act it 
with all nationalities, irrespective of 
color. This has very far reaching im- 
plications, when this can become un- 
iversal, war will be obsolete.

It is possible there will be another 
war. Alas! The world conditions look 
all too ominous. But there is a more 
hopeful outlook than has ever before 
been evident in the world, there’ is 
growing a universal spirit and desire 
for Peace, a hatred for war, a general 
recognition of the utter futility of 
war and a more progressive and det- 
ermined movement to create and dev: 
elop a Peace consciousness.
